Prieſts, their Prieſts by their Biſhops, and their Biſhops by their, 
Popes; the ſum of whoſe Religion, or ungodly Ambition rather,,

or that which we call Popery, conſiſts, in a word, in an Antichnſtian 
pretence of a Fifth Monarchical Soveraignty over all the Kings and 
Princes of Chriſtendom, as is of late irrefragably demonſtrated by the 
Right Reverend and Learned Biſhop of Lincoln; yea in an higher 
Uſarpation upon Chriſts eternal and peculiar Soveraignty over mens 
hearts and judements, as is likewiſe evinced by another worthy Pen 
and Sufferer, 1n his Treatiſe of the right Soweraign of the heart.

nent read the faid Letter, and in ic the Contents above-men* 
tioned ; and the faid Strange being then ill upon Keines his bed, 
faid, that he hoped God would ftrengthen honeſt William's 
heart to do his work.

In this Letter 
he told them, that a Legate was arrived in Treland, and had 
aſſerted the Popes right in that Kingdom ; and that the Kings 
of England being, no longer ( atholiques, they did ceaſe from 
being concerned there; it being given to them during the 
good pleaſure of his Holmeſs; and therefore did incontage 
the laid A4rch-Biſhop to 'contrive and uſe all means for the 
recovery. of the faid Kingdom out of the hands of the Fng- 
liſh. And in the faid Letter it was mentioned, That if op- 
portunity did not permit the ſaid Jeſuits to do their. buſineſs, 
that then they ſhould ſend one Do@or Fogarthy, now Todg- 
ing at Mrs. Simmonds, the Widow of one Simmonds an. Apo- 
thecary in Drury-Lane, and that he and the Fathers in heland, 
together with the ſaid Fogarthy, would find out an expedi- 
ent way for the death of the faid Duke. And. further- 
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more he did ſpecify, that they had procured ſeveral Tiſh to 
be made Commiſſion - Officers in the Garriſons in Treland ; 
and that he and the reſt had diſpenced with them to take 
the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy. And that the Tiſh, 
who had gotten Commiſſions by meats of the 4rch-Biſhop, 
had promiſed to betray their intereſt into their hands, when 
the bufinels ſhould be ripe; and deſired the Fathers to be 
as diligent in England, as he and the reſt of the Clergy 
were in Treland: which Letter John Kemes did ſhew the De- 
ponent, and was read by the Deponeat: And Keines and 
Blundel gave him an account of the Conſult ; and the ſaid 
Fogarthy did himfelt tell the Deponent the ſame ; and on the 
ſaid Twenty firſt of Auguſt, did ſay, That he had a great in- 
tereſt in the Court of Ireland,

That the ſaid Fogarthy is a main Agent in this Helliſh- 
Plot, and hath promiſed, Thar it this Biſhop Talbot will 
make uſe of him, he will do all the ſervice he can: which 
the Deponent is ready to juſtify to the face of the ſaid Fo- 
garthy; who did tell the Deponent, that he and Coleman were 
in the Conſult, when Wakeman was contracted withal in or- 
der to Poylon the KING; and ſaid, That it he had the 
intereſt in the KING, as Wakeman had, he would have un- 
dertaken it himſelf. And all this was told the Deponent 
on the Twenty firſt of Auguſt, in the Chamber of the ſaid 
Fogarthy. And furthermore, the ſaid Fogarthy then and there 
did tell the Deponent, "That he had hired Four Þ4/þ Rufh- 
ans, whoſe Names he did neither tell the Conſulters that 
met on the Twenty firſt of Auguſt, nor the Deponent; and 
theſe Triſh Ruſhans were to mind the KING's Poſtures at 
Windſor : But the Deponent relling the ſaid Fogarthy, that 
he heard the KING was going to Portſmouth, he was won- 
derfully troubled art it, and ſaid, It did very much im- 
pede their Delign, and nothing would be Attempted ſo 
long as he was abſent from Windſor.

That the Lord Embaſlador, Sr. William Godolphin at the 
Court of Spam, holdeth | great Correſpondence with FHierom 
Swiman the Iriſh - Jeſuit (who as beforementioned , was 
Procurator for the Jeſuits of the Kingdom of England and 
Ireland) and with the Triſþ Arch-Biſhop of Tam now at 
Madrid; 'and is a: friend in this buſineſs, as the ſaid Swinur 
did inform the Society in one of July the thirtyerh New-ſtyle ; 
and likewiſe in one to the Deponent, wherein he did ſpe: 
cify, that Sir William was as induſtrious as any Man 
could be, to anſwer the expectation of the Society ; 
and that he had but one Proteſtant - ſervant then in his 
Houſe, viz, the Cook, and the Parſom (when there) made 
up a goodly Couple: And the Deponent knows, that 
Godolphm is a Papiſt, and hath perverted a Kinſman of 
his own; and the Deponent knoweth, that the ſaid Em- 
baſſador is very familier to the ſaid perſons, the Iriſh Je- 
ſuit at Madrid, and the biſh-Arch-Biſhop of Tuam. And 
the Deponent doth verily believe, chat Mr. Hodges, ſome- 
times Chaplain to the ſaid Lord Embaſlador, can, if re- 
quired, Teſtify as much; and the Deponent doth fur- 
they lay, That when he was at Madrid, the ſaid Chap- 
lain of the Embaſſador left the employ, becauſe of the 
Embaſlador's being a Papiltt; and the Deponent hatli 
ſeen the (aid Embaſſador at Maſs; and he hath a Teluir 
that comes to his Houſe, who hath Read both Philoſo- 
phy and Divinity to the {aid Embaſlador; of which the 
Deponent was perſonally informed by the faid Hierome © 
Swiman an Triſh Jeſuit, and by the ſaid I; Arch-Biſhop 
when at Madrid: but the Letters of which the Depo- 
nent ſpeaks, he ſaw and Read them at Mrs. Saunders Houſe 
m Wild ftreet the Twenty ſecond of Auſt.

ber. And at four of the Clock the Deponent, mer; where 
he {ſaw Dr. Fogarty, who ſhewed him a Letter wriccen to 
Mr. Bedingfield by his own hand. And likewiſe che De- 
ponent ſaw Letters from Blundell and fohn Fenwick, 
wich one from Father Ireland, at Sr. Omers.

That the Deponent being to meer with Dr. Tonge on 
the 22th of Anguft, at the Kings head in Grays-Inne-lane, 
abour fix of the Clock art night, accordingly went; and fin- 
ding that the faid Dofor was not there, he walked in 
Grays-Inne-walks, and there he mer with Com! ters, who was 
ſuppoſed to be gone ro Windſor. The Deponent asked

That the Deponent did on the 22th of Auguft, about 
nine of the Clock,meet with Blundell , and ſeeing him have 
a Bag, asked him what he had ? and he replied, Tewxbury 
Mauſtard-balls, a notable bicing Sawce, and wonld furniſh 
Weſtminſter when he had enough of them. The Depo- 
nent ſaith, that by Tewxbary Muſtard-balls, we are to un- 
derſtand, Fire-balls.

That on the 24th of Auguſt, Blundell rold the Deponent 
in Fenwick's Chamber, thar it would be ſo ordered by the 
Society,that the Catholicks of England would advance the 
defigne of ſhortning the Kings days; and bad the Depo- 
nent be of good Cheer, for Proteſtant Religion was on its 
laſt legs.

That the Deponent mer with Blundell on Auguſt the 
thirrieth, who cold him, that he muſt ſhew him what Veſt- 
minſter, and the houles on borh ſides the Water, were to 
be done withal; and carried him to Fenwick's Cham- 
ber, and there drew out of a Paper-Caſe a Paper, in 
which was the manner of Firing Weſtminſter and Wapping, 
Toolies - ſtreet, Barnaby - ſtreet, and St. Thomas Apoſtles. 
Firſt for Weſtminſter, if the wind blew nockernly , then 
they were to begin at the next houſe to the Palſgraves- 
head Tavern, where the Jeſuits and their Agents were to 
carry on the Fire to the Saw9y; and then the BenediQines 
and they, to carry ic on both fides to Charing-Cro/s ;

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and then the Fire was by them and their Agents to be car: 
ried to Whitehall: and neer the end of the Stone-gallery 
another Company is.4g'begin and carty it on to Kings-ſtreet 
and Channel-Row ; which was firſt deſigned to be acted in 
the time of the great Froſt, in the year 1676 ; but then 
they were tiot aſſured of the French Kings aſliſtance , of 
which they are now affured by Leſbee, the French Kings 
Confeſſor. At the fame time Wapping, and the Ships in 
the River, were to be burnt : and the faid Fire ( in caſe 
the Wind blow up the River ) is to begin at a place necr 
Bugbies-hole or Limehouſe-hole, and 15 to be carried on by 
four men ( of whom they had made choice) to Wapping 
middle-ſtairs, and then four or five more were to carry 1t 
up higher. And the Deponent found hunſelf, with ſeven 
more , ordered to ply abour the Armitage; and his buſt- 
neſs was to encourage the ſeven men committed to his 
care ; and for his reward One thouſand pound was therein 
promiſed him , befides Eighty pound for his former ſervi- 
ces.
